The Monterey railroad is not all tho 


good tilings Fremio has in view. She 
wants a navigable canal to the head of 
navigation on the San Joaquin and it is 
not impossible that, as ehe is taking 
hold of the enterprise hereelf, sho will 
be nblo to pull it through. The dimen- 
sions of tho canal as surveyed are to bo 
thirty feet wide on tlie bottom, fifty feet 
on the surface, and tho water is to be 
four feet deep, the banks of the canal to 
bo ono foot higher. Tho 
full 
from 
Fresno to tho outlet will bo 125 feet, 
which will render frequent locks need- 
ful, and the length of the canal will bo 
twentv-six miles. If it is to cost, aa esti- 
mated", no more than $l!18,00p it would 
seem tliat it ought to bo built without 
trouble, especially as tho work can be 
done by home people. When it gota as 
far as Fresno perhaps Tulare people will 
bo able to get it passed on down tine 
way.

THE REPUBLICAN made no criticism of 


the manigemeni of the hospital for tak- 
ing care ol non-residents, as it believed 
it did and knows that it must if the 
commonest instincts of humanity are 
not violated, for people are not infre- 
quently found here from outside coun- 
ties in each condition that they must 
have treatment at the public expense or 
perfah miserably for lack of it. If treat- 
ment ia always refused in such cases it 
flhould not be. This paper does not be- 
lieve in the kind of economy which 
would prompt any such cast-iron rule. 
AB a matter of course, outside patients 
cannot be cared for indiscriminately, 
but in Borne instances they should be 
taken care of whether a cent is ever re- 
ceived from any source for the service. 


As to attacking the management of 


the hoepital for political or any other 
motives, it is pertinent to observe that 
the only attack which has been made on 
that institution under its present man- 
agement was made by the Expositor. 
Whether that attack was prompted by 
the fact that the Board of Supervisors 
is Democratic, we leave "Pop" Letcber 
and tbat paper to settle between them- 
uelvei. In view of the facts, H does not 
teem improbable that tbe genial chair- 
man waa merely taking a lick at the 
Expositor over THE REPUBLICAN'S shoul- 
der in order to settle an old score with 
the evening paper.

MONOPOLY OF PATENTS. 


On the 18th of July u bill was intro- 


duced in tho houeo of representatives hy 
A. C. Durborow of Illinois to declare 
letters patent null and void when used, 
operated or controlled by any trust, 
monopoly or combination, or other con- 
spiracy tending to restrain commerce 
uid trade between the states or with 
foreign nations. The bill was referred 
to the committee on patents. 


The aim of this bill is undoubtedly 


good, whether it shall over accomplish 
anything or not. The feeling is general 
that there ia need of measures to put a 
stop to building of immense fortunes by 
middle parties who Ileeco the inventors 
on the one hand and tho public on the 
other. Corporations buy patents which 
the inventor is too poor to handle him- 
self, and then levy tribute upon tbe 
whole people. Inventors seldom grow 
rich, but they often make millionaires 
ol men Vtlio buy their patents for a mere 
song. It is said that Pullman was not 
the inventor of any of the devices which 
ho UBCB in hie cars. Probably the real 
inventors 
are 
still 
poor, although

and his 
company 
have 


grown . wealthy 
from 
being 
able, 


in the first place, to get possession of a 
valuable patent for a bagatelle, and in 
tbe second place, to compel tho public 
to use those inventions because, on ac- 
count ol monopoly enjoyed under the 
patent, none others could be _ used. 
Here two wrongs are done. The men 
who make the inventions and who de- 
serve ample return from the work of 
their hands and brain, receive little or 
nothing. The public, for whose bene- 
fits the patents were intended, are pro- 
hibited from using them at fair and rea- 
sonable rates because of the monopoly 
which says no. 


There are evils to be remedied, wrongs 


to be righted, and, although Durborow'a 
bill may fall short of the object aimed 
at, yet it is a beginning in the right di- 
rection. The man who invents a useful 
machine and the author who writes a 
good book should each have a fair share 
in the profits- But they eeldom get it. 
Unless an author is rich be will receive 
little return, 110 matter how popular his 
book is. The publisher takes the lion's 
share. If he is able to publish and sell 
his own books, as Mark Twain diii, he 
can receive his just return, but seldom 
in any other way. 


Years of legislation may he necessary 


before these reforms can be perfected, 
and for that reason it ia best to begin 
now; 
and probably a good beginning 


can be made with Dnrborow's hill.

Peril* and Hardships—Letter From 


K. K. .lames, Who Tolls His 


Adventures. 


The following graphic description of 


the gold hunters' hardships in Alaska IB 
from a tetter wiittcn by K. K. .lames to 
a friend hero: 


AVliilc waitinc my turn at the etove 


and bol water to do my washing I will 
write you a few Hues about Alaska. It 
was my intention to remain on the coast 
this year, bnt the season was late and 
there were many idle men at Juncau, 
and 1 followed my natural inclinations 
and came in hero, joined a party of boya 
bound for the Yukon, and ou May 5th 
we left Juneau by boat for Dyea, 130 
mileB north of there, at the head of nav- 
igation. Dyea isabout twenty-live miles 
north of Chilcat. We landed there on 
the 6th and then the trouble began. It 
coets $10 per hundred to hire your 
packing done from there to tho summit, 
and $15 to pack through to Lake Itennet. 
There were no capitalists in our party, 
so we elected to pack our own grub. We 
had a three inonil.e' eupply, and that 
and our clothing cave each man 430 
pounds to carrv. This we divided into 
Eis packs antt Struck for ..he Yukon. 


The lirst nine miles we followed up a 


river bed over boulders. In that dis- 
tance we crossed or rather waded the 
river 
six 
times. 
H was shallow 


though, and barring the fact that every 
once in awhile some fellow would fall in 
it wits rather monotonous. Walking up 
a river bed in ordinary circumstances is 
not \vluit would be termed a picnic, but 
when you strap seventy-five pounds to 
your buck it loses even the charm that 
novelty lends; and when you repeat 
that E*is times you begin to yearn for 
some eoft, easy job like you get on a 
California ranch. 
Out of twenty-two 


men several were laid up with crippled 
leet. 
After going that far we had two 


miles of canyon lillod with soft enow, 
snd tlie river in the middle.

1'Iaci; we had to "coon" it over a long 
iuc. 1 packed BIX* loads over, and fell 
oft into the water every time. It was

Then we had four miles of climbing 


*h vtvard, with snow ten feet deep, BO 
fi"t wu could walk on it only from '2 to 
7 o'clock each morning, when it was 
fmsen. 


lie last four miles up the summit was

Mul. We were four days inakinR it. 


\Si» had to lighten our packs going up, 
rnd had to dig a foot-hold every step. 
The last half-mile we could only go j 
few eteps lit a time, tlieii stop and mow 
No such thing HH eittiiig down and rest- 
ing. You can't take over a dozen steps 
without ntoppini:. and cuii only etop n 
moment, for the cold wind will freeze 
you. I think the wind blown harder 
urn] is colder there than any placo 1 
have ever been. 


The morning of the fifUi day we broke 


camp at 1 o'clock and BUirled for the 
other side. We had becu told that it 
was only three miles down this side to 
water mid timber, to we did not hurry. 
Bui we found it u twelve hours' journey. 
We had packed our things on two slede. 
and they had gone nil well enough till 
the enow became soft. We Struggled 
on, breaking thiough the snow,and one 
of our company had gone blind. Wo 
were all on the verge of exhaustion. 
In the afternoon we look euch of our 
th in us lie we hud to have, and hurried 
foMViird to tiie limber. Wo led the 
blitiil man. We nearly fainted l>efon: 
wt- roiictKHl the Hhulter of the woodj. 


We were alt hidf blind by this time.

We were too hun- 
gry to wait lor the beana to cook, so we 
Bad our dinner in courses: first course, j 
bacun; second, coffee aud bread; third, | 
beans.

We put up the tent, built a lire in the 


etove, und waited for the snow to feeze; 
to wo could go buck after our blankets. 
Mce-ping wan" out of tho question there ou 
111' snow. It didn't freeze, uud wo had to 
v liliow back after our blankets and pull 
I he filed through. Instead of coming 
tlnt-e miles lo umber, we had traveled 
nt-iirly nine. It took us two days more 
tu nft thu rest of our Btuff down to 
ciuup. Then the nighta stayed warm 
»nit w<: couldn't go any farther, BO we 
til turned out and tramped a trail down 
to Lake Linderman, u distance of about 
& inile, and pot through to the lake 
In the afternoon. Then we tuought our 
trials were over, for it wae only live 
miles and a half down to Lake Bennct, 
where wu would build our boats and 
Bail down the reel of the way. But 
when we jiot started down the next 
ninrnintr we found there wore three feet 
ofelushin 0,1 of the ice. Wo pulled 
our tledb now a u mile, and then went 
ashore 
and 
trumped 
another trail 


through the brush. We made onlj- two 
miles that day, but that night the snow 
froze, und we made the other three 
miles easy. But tlierc was half a mile 
of canyon between us and the promised 
land. The canyon wag full of water 
from elde to aide. There was no other 
possible way to proceed, ao wo had to 
take water. 


lu all, from the time we lelt Dyca we 


havo traveled about thirty-four uiilce, 
and they tell me we are only two miles 
And a hidf from there now in a direct 
line. We were twenty-two days on tho 
road and we worked every day but one. 
When wo struck camp here we went 
right to wore boat building. First we 
had to Iind timber, a diiiicult matter 
here, for all the timber is very small. 
The largest btiuk we got squared nine 
inches. We uud tu cut the loge, build 
Bcaff ilds ami e.i«r them up into hoards. 


We are ready lo go any time the ice 


breaks. 
What we, will strike down

Any man who chooses may scnipo thy 


thin coating of earth off from IIIH pro- 
posed building site ami proceed to lay 
up tho walls of his habitation with tho 
bltx^ks sawed out in thy process of ox- 
eavating his collar. Thus when tho cel- 
lar is dug tho houso may bo ready for 
rooting, and if enough rooling material 
hits not already boon accumulated in the 
course uf tho excavation it can easily 
bo had by digging tho coll;ir u trifle 
deeper, for tho roofs in Bermuda aro in- 
variably uiado out of thin slabs of this 
samo white cortil rock. It lias tho ad- 
vantage of boing KO soft that one imiy 
cut it with an ordinary handsaw 10 
hours ii day for six mouths or a year 
without refiling tho saw. It may bo 
sawed into slabs 2 or U inches thick mid 
1 S inehee or 2 fcot square without par- 
ticular danger of breaking tho slabs. It 
looks somewhat liko a very soft, clnilky 
variety of marble. Though so workable 
when first quarried, it hardens upon ex- 
posure. Moisture permeates it easily, 
however, and it IB desirable that a build- 
ing should be covered with u thin coat- 
ing of portland cement or t\ mixture of 
common plaster with cement Tho coal- 
ing is then treated with a hoavy white- 
wash made of limo burned from tho 
samo over ready coral rock.

Girls' chilis, "Are they trying to equal- 
ize tho wages of men and women for 
equal work?" the answer is: Many of 
the clubs aro formed entirely of girls 
and young women who An what ia called 
unskilled labor, who aro unlettered 
and untaught and for whom there must 
ho an awakening, which conies more or 
less slowly. 
The very foundations of 


character must bo developed that have 
not bcun touched by homo influence or 
even in tho shop or factory. Rough na- 
tures havo to be softened and every ef- 
fort made to awak'-n thought. This has 
been dcjuu in a social as well ns an edu- 
cation;;! way, and to brighten weary 
hours has not. been tho least and small- 
est purpose of tho club:-'. 


Many havo learned how to havo 


healthy, good times, whoso ideas were 
greatly astray. 
Dancing is a pleasure 


which in of ten indulged in, and in which 
girls losu their shynens nnd difildeneo. 
Five cent suppers havn been a success 
in ono olub, whero tlio girls camo di- 
rectly to tho clubroom from tlieir work 
and enjoyed together tho baked beanf, 
llfih balls, bread and butter, tea and CO- 
COIL 
Tho receipts nearly always covered 


the expenses, and after the merry uieal 
the pretty china presented to tlio club 
by interested friends was washed by 
willing hands ami arranged in tho closet 
ready for tho next occasion. 


Tho young man is also being consid- 


crvil, for it must bo reco^ni/ed that 
young men and young women enjoy 
each other's company ns a law of na- 
ture. Tlio society girl has a coming out 
tiuio when sho is formally presented to 
society and introduced to tho young men 
whom her parents aud guardians con- 
sider desirable for her to meet. 
But 


there is no coming out for tlio working 
girl. Sho has to moot and mako her own 
friends and not always mirier happiest 
auspices. A young girl who went to our 
club was asked why sho so often went 
out after :i little while spent in tho 
clubroom. "Oh, you aro very nice, Miss 
A., and I liko to meet yon at, tho club, 
but I shall never get a mush in tlio 
wnrld if I rlnn'fc Inolr rnnnd."

was a good, honest girl, who simply had 
no placo of meet ing young men savo nn 
tho struct. 
Sho could doubtless protect 


herself mid parry any insult far better 
than n sensitive, unsophisticated girl, 
who had always been cared for and 
guarded. 
Ono prosperous club has had 


several dancing parties to which young 
men were invited. A girl is pretty sure 
to bring tho nicest young man she 
knows to introduce to her companions 
und to tliono whoso opinion she has 
grown to value and desire. In this way 
acquaintances aro formed under wholo- 
somo and natural surroundings. 


On the educational side there aro va- 


rious classes formed, and as clubs bo- 
come progressive lectures and talks uro 
arranged on tho interesting and vital 
topics of tho day. Classes in millinery, 
dressmaking uud cooking have ever been 
successful, and these havo in view in- 
struction for the purpose of teaching 
girls to do such work at homo and for 
individual development rather than ns 
trade classes, although some members 
becoming proficient do lake up those oc- 
cupations as n means of -support. Talks 
npon literature and art, upon writers 
and painters and prominent! men and 
women of tho past and present hiivo 
opened a new world to many club mcm- 
hcrsf and practical talks upon homo 
nursing, hygiene, emergencies, savings, 
thn eight hour law and trades unions aro 
a part of club life. 
With growth and 


development 
como discussions upon 


these subjects among members, so that 
•working girls' clubs do stand for every- 
thing that is of interest to nnd for tho 
advancement; of women. First como tho 
refiuingaudbroadening influences, then 
tho capacity for thought and opinion, 
followed closely by tho expression.

tnro in tlio clubs. Too many women 
havo considered a vacation n luxury 
which they eould never indulge in, and 
an ontiug or a holiday enjoyable only 
at fiomo reports where crowds do oongro- 
gato and whero there is cheap music, 
electric light.", plank walks, pink lum- 
ouado and merry go rounds.
